ſtay'd at home, whereof three delivered their Per- 
ſons and Fortunes from Sufferings, by their ſolemn 
Recantations; thoſe were Mr. Alexander Ramſey 
Biſhop of Dunteld, Mr. George Graham Biſhop 
of Orkney, and Mr. James Fairly Biſhop of Ar- 
gile; but the fourth, Mr. John Guthry Biſhop 
of Murray, as he choſe not to flee,” ſo upon no 


terms would he recant, but patiently endured Ex- 


communication, Impriſonment, and other Suffer- 
ings, and in the midſt of them ſtood to the Juſti- 
fication of Epiſcopal Government until his Death.

But few of the Miniſters were ſo much court- 
ed by the Noblemen, as thoſe who the year paſt 
had come over from Ireland, in regard they found 
by their Pulſe how ready they would be to go 
with them to the utmoſt of their deſigns.

For upon Avguſt the 15th there followed a

Whether or no the Earl of Tillibardin ſpoke ſo 

in the Committee of Eſtates, I leave undetermined, 
but that Mr. Bennet reported it of him in the 
Committee of the Kirk, and that thoſe other two, 
who had been with him gave their Aſſent to it, I

After which both the Committee of Eſtates, 
and the Committee of the Church adjourned ta 
the 3d of Ofober, and appointed their Meeting 
that Day to be held at Danſe in the Merſe, for 
ſending to Berwick ſome of their Number, to 
meet with Commiſſioners deputed from the Par- 
liament of England. 

And the Week following after their Meeting, 
the Committee of Eſtates and they of the Church,

And in the mean time, they had an Account 
from the North how Montroſs having got up a 
- confiderable Army , intended to march South

and therefore both the Committee of Eſtates and 
that of the Church, reſolved to go thither againſt 
that time. 
And for that Effect ſent Orders preſently to the 
Weſtern Shires, to come forth both Morſe and 
Foot to attend their arrival; as alſo for a Convoy, 
they carried along with them David Le/ley, with 
the one half of his Horſe; and appointed Mid- 
dleton to quarter the other half (till his return) 
at Altoay, to deſtroy the Earl of Mar's Lands, be- 
cauſe of the Loyalty of that Noble Family, and 
that the Ld. Eres&:n was actually with Montrofs. 
At Glaſgoe they cauſed to be executed at the 
Mercat-Croſs upon OF. 28. Sir William Rollocꝶ; 
and the next Day Sir Philip Nisbit and Alexan- 
der Ogilby of Innerquarity ( whereof the firſt was 
but lately come Home from Foreign Parts, 
and the laſt was but a Boy of ſcarce Eighteen 
Years of Age, lately come from the Schools; And 
upon that Occaſion it was, that Mr. David Dick 
faid, The Work goes bonnily on; which paſſed at: 
terwards into a Proverb. _| 
But the Execution of the other Priſoners they 
deferred till the fitting of the Parliament at St. 
Andrews. a 5 
Montroſs in the mean time had brought his 
main Army to Lenox, and from thence faced Gla/- 
g0e with Parties feveral Days, expecting their co- 
ming out to give him Battel. But finding they 
meant not to fight, he returned again 1 his

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Army to 47ho/, where he received the ſad News 


of the Death of Archibald Lord Napier his Bro- 
ther- in- Law, whom he had left ſick at Fancaſtel. 
That Nobleman was ſo very old that he could 


not have marched with them, yet in reſpect of

Montroſs took care that his Funeral in the 
Kirk of Blair ſhould be performed with due 
Solemnities. And afterwards conſidering (upon 


that Occaſion) that the Marquis of Douglas, the 
Lords Ereskin and Flemming, and the Gentlemen 


who having joined at Bothwe/, yer adhered to 
him,- would not be able to endure the Toil of his 
Winter-Marches: Therefore he allowed them 
all to let their Friends capitulate for their 


off. coming; which was done, and himſelf (and 


the Earl of Airly who never abandoned him) 
went towards Hunt/ey's Countrey again to uſe 
farther Means for [engaging him: Where he 
found him embarked in a Courſe, which put 
him out of hope. And this it was, v2: that by 
Vertue of the Commiſſion from his Majeſty, 
whereby he had taken Arms in the Year 1643. 


(before Montroſs enter d the Countrey ) he choſe. 
now again to leap out, and with the Aſſiſtance 


of his Friends, to aſſert the King's Intereſt in 


thoſe Patts, not acknowledging Montroſſ. 


This troubled Montroſe, confidering that here- 
by he ſhould be robbed of the Gentlemen of the 
ame of Gordon, in whom conſiſted the Strength 
of his Horſe; and therefore he reſolved by all 
means to court the Marquis of Huntley for an 
Union of their Forces and Intereſts, and to that 
effect ſtay'd a long time in thoſe Parts. 
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In the mean while, there being throughout

caſion was this; They having at Mac Donald's 
ſettling in Argile, retired to Corners, and lurked

Whereupon Middleton drew his Army thither, 
and upon refuſing to ſurrender, brought a Num- 
ber of great Ordnance from Sterlin-Caſtle, to bat- 
tet the Houſe; they held out for 10 Days, until 
the Noiſe of the Cannon had fo dry'd up the 
Water, that they had none either for Man or 
Har; whereupon they were forced to think

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with John Graham the Lord Napier Page (who 
only knew the Way) leading out three Horſes at 
a private Poſtern, mounted the ſame without any 

otice, rode thro Guards, and ſafely eſcaped 
their Hands. | 

The reſt did the next Morning ſurrender upon 
 Capitulation, which being done, 35 of them 
were ſent away Priſoners to the Tollbooth of 
Edinburgh, and the Remnant being 12 in Num- 
ber, were preſently ſhot at a Poſt ; and then 
Middleton ordered the Caſtle of Kincarn to 
be burnt, which was done upon the 16th Day - 
of March. 2 

And before Middleton's removing from that 
Place, he received from the Committee of E- 
ſtates and from that of the Church, an Order 
to go Northward, in regard of an Advertiſement 
they had gotten of Montroſs's thriving in his Le- 
vies, whereof the ſtate was thus. 

Having ſpent much time in courting the Mar- 
quis of Huntley toan Union, and finding no Ap- 
pearance of it, he left him to better Thoughts,

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The Principal Hands at the Band were the 
Earls of Southerland and Seaforth, the Lord Lo 
vet, the Clans of the Grants, Mac Intoſhes, Dum- 
bars, - Monroes, Mac Lende, Mackenzies, Mac 
Ranalds, Innes's, Balkingowne and Brodie.
